An American girl employed In the 
United States Embassy at Moscow 
resigned the other day and announ¬ 
ced that she had been married to a 
ItiiHsian operatic baritone for the 
pnst thirteen months. 

She expensed the opinion that the 
Russians were a very line people, 
who loved their country, their child¬ 
ren and their church and had no de- 
aire whatever to Interfere with other 
people. She did feel that there was 
a touch of suspicion so far as the 
American Embassy officials were 
concerned in their relations with 
Russian officials. 

I understand tills situation perfec¬ 
tly. The tnau she married was prob¬ 
ably interested in his art. had very 
little to do witli the government was 
not. concerned with politics, and so 
far as these matters were concerned 
accepted just what he was told. 

The members of the American Em 
bassy would bo in contact with Ru¬ 
ssian government officials and there 
might be a touch of suspicion on 
both sides. They would approach 
each other at arms length, perhaps 
with minds closed. Its difficult to 
do business that way. If you want 
to get the other point of view - the 
open door policy - visit as I have 
done an American agricultural coll 
ege and ask to see the works. They 
will show you everything- the whole 
place is yours, thats the right way, 
the only way. 

What is the reason for all this? A 
meeting of minds should be a meet¬ 
ing of minds but is it possible for 
that to take place where one repre¬ 
sents a totalitarian government and* man’s suit 
the other a democratic form of gov- 
e.nment. The trouble is we neve 
know what is In the mind of the to¬ 
talitarian. We know as little about 
it as the common people of Russia- 
or something less than nothing. The 
citizen of a democratic government 
has some conception of the things 
which are going on around him but 
the average Russian peasant and 
the average Russian operatic bari¬ 
tone hasn’t the foggiest idea of the 
mind of the Russian government. It 
is hidden and inscutable. How can 
we be free with a people who do 
not understand and where the gov¬ 
ernment gives not the slightest ink¬ 
ling of it’s mentions. 

I have received some delightful 
letters during the laet few day**. 

They have given my heart and mind 
a lift. One of them came from Ham¬ 
ilton, Out. He had read an article of 
mine dealing with the House of Com 
mops in which to a certain extent I 
defended that much criticised body 
and suggested that after all we, tho 
electors, were not entirely free from 
criticism. Here is what ho writes:
